When Charles Solomon came to Strathmore high school some 
eight years ago, the school had no department of agriculture. 

As Charlie leaves the school next month to accept a position with ; 
the Grange company, the school has a department of agriculture that 
is recognized as a model throughoutthe state, as well as a school farm 
that has been built with a surprisingly small expenditure of school 
money. | 

Strathmore is a small high school in a small community. When 
Mr. Solomon arrived, there were many reasons why an agricultural , 
program could not be developed. 

But Mr. Solomon didn't accept those reasons; he just went ahead 
and got the job done. | 

Development of the school farm is a fine example of what a com-, 
munity can do if people of the community are enthusiastic and willing. 
Many organizations, many individuals offered assistance; a deal was! 
worked out to use land owned by the Public Utility district; students 
themselves set about the job of developing the land — building fenc- 


es, surveying and leveling for planting, constructing necessary facili-' .,ocializing in the straightening 


ties. ; 

And all of this provided valuable, practical experience for Future | 
Farmers. 

Business men of Strathmore, and surrounding communities, added 
their help, first by making old equipment available — equipment that 
was put into working shape as farm mechanic class projects. Then 
rth new, modern equipment was provided on a_ rental-purchase 

asis. 

Meanwhile, school trustees provided necessary buildings as agri- 
culture and farm mechanics classes grew. in size; each year the school 
farm was developed as time, labor and funds permitted; livestock, 
used in student projects, was placed on the farm, a fine herd of sheep 
was started then increased; pasture, alfalfa, and cotton were eventu- 
ally planted. 

And special effort was made to see that projects operated at a 
profit to students; that FFA chapter projects on the farm "paid off". 

In the total picture, the Strathmore program was developed with 
the expenditure of a minimum amount of school district money’ — but

Trout fishing in streams and 
rivers was generally poor due to 
high and roily water but not for 
the lack of plenty of fish. Lakes 
and reservoirs furnished the best 
fishing, but here too it was not up 
to average because of very cold 
water, too much water and plenty 
of natural food washed into the 
lakes. 

About 1,800 trout were taken 
from Isabella on the opening day, 
but this lake is open to year round 
fishing for any species and we 
wonder why more trout have not 
been taken in the past. Guess the 
lake has not had such a heavy 
concentration of anglers fishing 
especially for trout. Isabella is 
described as phenominal in cat- 
fish production and quite a num- 
ber of bass are being taken too. 

The main Kaweah river was 
fairly good with the average catch 
per angler per hour being a trout 
and a half compared to one fish 
by the same calculation on the 
Northfork, 

Fishing below Pine Flat on the 
Kings was very good with some 
trout running to 18 inches, ob- 
viously wild fish. The bulk of the 
trout caught were from the hatch- 
ery. Pine Flat Reservoir produc- 
ed only a few trout but lots of 
bass and green sunfish. 

Hume and Sequoia lakes were 
both good producers and there was 
no snow to keep the angler at a 
distance. 

The San Joaquin River below 
Friant was very good with about 
500 anglers noted on the opening 
and while no limits were checked 
all more or less had fish and ap- 
peared to be well pleased. 

Shaver Lake was fair to out- 
standing, depending upon how 
good a fisherman you talked to.
